ſaid Levy, that ſo it might be perfectly known who were lyable. Andincaſe any men were to be put out by Fra@ions, and that they could 
not agree who ſhould furniſh the body of the man, the ſaids Commiſſioners ſhould order the Fractions to meet at a certainday and place, and 
there determine it by an equal Lot, effeiting to their reſpedive Numbers of Men, or the quantities of their reſpective Valuations, as the uſe 
vos in every Shire; ſo that every Lotrer was to have as many Lots, as he had Numbers of Men or quantities of valued Rent ſufficient for the . 
Outreik oſ man: And in caſe any of the faids Fractions ſhould not meet, or ſhovld refuſe to Lot, the ſaids Commiſſioners were authorized 
to appoint ſuch asthey ſhould think fit, to meet and Lot for them. And in caſe the perſon upon whom the Lot fell to put out a man for hinfelf 
and his Fraction, ſhould fail in furniſhing the man, or ſhould furniſh an inſufficient man ; then the Tennents and Poſſeſſors of the Lands and 
Ground þelonging to the ſaids:perſons who ſhould have put out the man, ſhould be lyable and the perſonupon-wihom the Lot did fall, aud 
. who failZied to put out th e man in manner foreſaid, ſhould be decerned in the Sum of two hundred Merks. To wbich Act of Parliament and 
\TaſtruQions foreſaid, We expected punRual and exact Complyance and Obedience. Yet, not only a great many 'outreicked and furniſhed to 
ſerve as Souldiers in the ſaid new Levy, are rejected and ſent home as 7aſufficient y but likewiſe, many lyable to outreick and furniſh men for 
the ſaid Levy, are deficient and altogether wanting, inſending out the Numbers of men wherein they are lyable, conform to the ſaid Act of 
Parliament and luſtructions foreſaids, and thereby have [ncurred the Fenalties contained in the ſaids Inſtructions, by and attour their being lr. 
able for the perſons of the men whom they were to have outreiked, conform to the ſaid AQ of Parliament and InſtryRions. Therefore, add 
for the more effectual providing the ſaid men, and compleating the number of Souldiers offered to Us by the foreſaid Ad of Parliamen t, and 
exacting thePenaltics Conſtitute in the ſoreſaids Iaſtructions; We, with Advice ol the Lords of Our Privy Council, peremptorly-Require and 


Command the Sheriff, of the ſeveral Shires, and their Deputs, Stewarts of Sewartries, Baillies of Regalities, and their reſpective Deputs, aud 


-Magiſtrats of Burghs Royal, within this Our antient Kingdom, as they wil be anſwerable, each of them within their. own reſpective Juriſdidi- | 
ons, preſently upon fight hereof, toc ill for a Liſt ofthe deficient men within their ref pective Bounds, and of the Perſpm who ſhould have put | 
out the ſame and upon recept thereof, here > Lotring hath been made tor Fractions, that he immediatly caſt Lots amongf the (aids FraRti- 
ons, who ſhall put out the manone or more, and then (ball paſs to the Ground of his Lands upon whom the Lot ſhall happen to fall, and there 
immedialy pitch upon, take and apprehend a ſufficient man out of bis ſaid men, able to ſerve Us as a Souldier, and commit them Priſoners to
